GERMANY. 


While it may disappoint some 
who had believed that “the war 
is over” to understand their mis­ 
take, still it m ust hearten us to 
the task of making safe our lib­ 
erties to understand dearly that 
there can be no negotiations with 
Germany. 
President Wilson spoke what 
no patriot will gainsay, when in 
his recent New York address he 
said: 
“We are all aware there can be 
no peace obtained by any kind ol 
bargain or compromise with the 
governments of the Central Em­ 
pires, because we have dealt withj 
them already and have seen them 
deal with other governments 
that were parties to this struggle 
at Brest-Litovsk and Bucharest. 
They have convinced us that 
they are without honor and do 
not intend justice. They observe 
no covenants, accept no prin­ 
ciples but force and their own in­ 
terest. 
We cannot ‘come to 
term s’ with them 
They have 
made it impossible. 
“The German people must by 
this time be fully aware that we) 
cannot accept the word of those!
